in tnis strip. From Avenue E, howover, 
the burned district includes the wealthiest 


and most fashionable portion of the city. 
One hundred elegantly furnisbed mansions are in 


ruin. Many of these residences had beautiful 
gardens attached, and the monied loss does 
not represent over half their value.” 
All manner of estimates are to be 
heard at this time. The City Assessor 
says the taxable value of the dwellings burned is 
$650,000. This makes the actual value of the prop- 
erty $1.500,000, which, perhaps, represents the loss 
iu money. The insurance is estimated at $600,009, 
alhough some insurance men who have walked 
over the district place the insurance at $890,000. 
So far as can be learned, n0t a sinzle accident oc- 
curred. Thnescene during the progress of the fire 
was simply frightful. so filed with 
MISERY AND TERROR, 
that whoever witnessed it must 
bear its vivid impression for

THE FICKLER TRIAL. 


Maurice Slattery’ Killer Tells His Story 
of the Fatai Meeting. 

At 11 o'clock this morning the State closed its 
case against Joho Fickler, on trial in the Crimina 
Court forthe murder of Maurice Slattery in the 
Duggan-Parker fectory, on May 26, 188 The 
defendant was placed upon the stand by his coun- 
sel, Col. Bob Macconald, and gave bis version of 
the killing and events succeeding it. He said that 
the trouble between him and Slattery arose over 
the question of whose duty it was to wheel the 


Slattery had 
worked for some time in the factory and was 
familiar wiibits workings.

Reed calied to Satiery to give it to witness, 
who retreated, picking up a piece of iron as he did 
so and fluging it in tue direct.on of both 
wen.

it. The invitation did not wait long for 
acceptance, for when the ladies had reached 
the middle of the biock, a young maa inthe pass- 
ing throvg, 

SNATCHED THE POCKETBOOK 

and made a dash for security with the prize. The 
lady from whom the purse was stolen waa para- 
lyzed with astonisiiment and fear, and stood look- 
ink at the retreating form of the thief withouta 
word or motion, but Miss Lewis was not so inactive. 
Immediately that she comprehended the situarion. 
she started the hue and cry with a iustiness aod 
vigor of lungs which would have done credit to 
the town crier. 

*Catch thief, stop him. Stop that man, he has 
stolen this lady's purse,” 

SHE CRIED IN A VOICE 
tbat made the atmosphere quiver and attracted 
the attention of ali the pedestrians on the block.

At the corner of Fourth and Locust 
the thief whirled and cut diagonally across the 
street toward tbe aliey Leiween Fourth and Fifth 
and Locust an! Olive streets, into which he sprang 
with b.8 pursuer at his neels.

The Atrocious Details of the **Ital- 
ian Trunk Mystery.” 


A Trio of Murderers to Hang To-Mor- 
row in Chicago—A Terrible Deed to 
be Expiated on the Scaffolad—A

CHicaGo, November 13.—To-morrow Giovanni 


Azzaro, Augustine Gilurdo and Agnoasio Sylvestri, 
three Italians, will suffer the extreme pena'ty of 
the Jaw for the murder of Filippo Caruso, another 
Italian, for the purpose of robbing Tne crime of 
whieh the men are convicted is known as the 
“Italian Trunk Mystery,” and is one of the most 
atrocious that ever occured in Chicago. 
} Caruso way 20 years of age, 4 native of Sicily, and 
by occupation a lemon peddier. He lived with an 
elder brother, Francisea, “at 75 Tilden avenue, ina 
room onthe top floor. Filippo was industrious, 
and his savings, amounting to several hundteds of 
dollars, it was his custo:n to carry concealed about 
his clothing. This money tempted the cupidity of 
Giovanni Azzaro. He concocted a plan to strange 
(Caruso for his money, and induced Angustino 
Gilarao aud A-nozzo Sylvestri té assist in the 
murder. The conspirators all came from the same 
province in Italy where Carus 0 was born, and lived 
together inaroom in the upper floor of 94 liden 
avenue. This apartment was almost bare. A chair 
or two comprised the furniture.

How Corporations Purchase the Ap- 
pointment of Supreme Court 
Judges.

An_ Investigation Probable — Jay 
Gould’s Bargain With Garfield—A 
Tendency to Discriminate Against 
Corporations®The Cabinet Members 
and the Coming Social Season. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Disratcn. 

Wasnixeron, D. C., November 11.—It is probable 
that there will be an Investigation this winter of the 
use of money to contro! certain Supreme Court ap- 
pointments. The story yf Gould and Huntington's 
contribution to the Garfield campaign fund and the 
agreement connected therewith have already been 
given to the Post-Dispatcs. I heard to-day from 
a good source the reason why Mr. Gould demanded 
4 written agreement was becaus- he had such an 
unfortunate experience with Mr. Hayes. Mr. 
Gould contributed $300,000 to the Republican cam- 
paign fund in 1876. He claims 
that he was not recognized ia any 
way after that. It is not understood that the agree- 
ment made between Mr. Gould and the representa- 
tive of Mr. Girfield, made in 1880, mentioned any 
special person who was to be appoinced to the 
Supreme Court bench. It merely signified that his 
wishes were to be copsulted. Mr. Gould desired at 
that time to have Judge Dillon appointed. But he 
afterwards became sat .sfied with Stanley Matthews, 
although it is now said that Stanley Matthews wes 
not in his mind atthattime. A prominent lawyer 
in speaking of the Supreme Court bench as it now 
stands, said to-day, “1 donot think that the rail- 
roads ever muke anything in getting their 
attorneys appointed to the bench, where these 
menappoiuted are protected bya life term. A 
lawyer who has been noted for his corporation 
practice when he gets on the bench is apt to goto 
the otver ex:ireme.

*. remorne™ burns in gas-jets all through the nigit. 
For fear pedestrians wiil not at first glance per- 
ceive the name there is another sigh “Cremorne” 
in burning letters stretched over the pavement. 

This is the exterior of the “Cremorne,” and it fe 
not very different from the “Cremorne Mission" 
next door. 

It was Jerry McAuley who first understood the 
power f_r evil contained In this concert hall. He 
built his mission-house fext door to it, and now. as 
in bis life, che battle between vice and virtue is 
waged continually between the mission aud the 
dive. 

The same panorama of shame and sorrow that 
fliis before one’s eyes in the Bleecker sireet dens 
gides by here. Piofanity, recalessness and de 
bauchery are here quiie a& openly displayed as 
they are down town. But the “Cremorve” is an 
indescrivably worse place than the otners Vice is 
not here. asin “Armory Hali” or the “American 
Mabilie,” dreseei mm rags and tatters, but is dis- 
guised in silxen raiment. Tuaetwo bartenders, at- 
tired in immaculate linen, speak in iow, poice 
tones and measure oul the driuks with the grace of 
adepts. Torre are two swinging doors at the ead

Heavy Judgment in a Gold-Mining 
Suit Before Judge Lubke. 
SS —EEEe 


The History of a Remarkable Par- 
chase in Coloradoin Which St, Louis 
Capitalists Were Defrauded — 
Motion of Henry Lyon’s Creditors 
—The Divorce Docket—Claims of 
Widows for Damages—Matters’ in 
Litigation, 


Judge Lubke this morning heard the pleadings 
and gave judgment inthe case of the Uion Park 
Gold Mining‘ ompany against Henry C, Donnell 
and Patrick McCann. This case has a somewhat 
remarkable history. In 1882 Patrick McCann, one 
of the defendants, came to St. Louis with soine 
homeopathic bottles containing samples of gold 


from some valusble placer mines in Colorado. He 
represenied t. at the Union Guich piacer could be 
purchased for $50,000, and a company was organ- 
iZ-d under the laws of Colorado with a capital of 
$200,000, forthe purcuase and operatioa of the 
property. 

Tue parties interested were chiefly St. Louis busi- 
ness men, amoug them John W. Harrison, L. M. 
Kenna d. R. M. Scruggs, 'f. C. and J. M. Dutro. 
In 1883 the defendant Donnell, came here and 
represented that two other vaiuabie piacers could 
be purcuased for $24.00. ot. Louis capitaiisis 
went into the scheme and the three mines were 
purchased and christened the Union, the Anna and 
the Nellie, the two last named after the wives of 
Donnell and McCann. The defendants condit.oned 
with the purchase that they retained 
a halt interest in the property. Last 
year it was discov: red that the first mine nad been 
purchased for $2500, anu the two other rmaines 
were purchased tur $300 and a span of mules. 

‘Lhe property, however, 18 considered among the 
best-paying investments in Colorado and the ot. 
Louis capitalists compiained only of the fraud 
practiced upon tuem by the purchasing agents 
Youneili and McCann, who were likewise directors 
and officers of the company. 

Douneli came here last November to attend the 
Cattle Convention and he was served with a copy 
of a writ iu-a suit flied a ainst him by the com- 
pany in the Cireurt Court. Mevann = en- 
tered his appearance and de positions 
in Leadvilie were taken. During the 
cross-examination tue detense broke Uuown, the 
wiluesses being confrouied by evidence from tue 
banks through whicu Donnell and McCann did busi- 
ness. Couusel fur tne defendants, Maxweii & 
Puelps and Berry & Ritcnie, withdrew from the 
Case, au i tuls morning Jay L. Torrey and Boyiv, 
Adams & McKe.ghan ap, eared for the defrauded 
company, judgment a- staiedl bei g given Ou the 
pieadin.s ior the plaintiffs in tue suin of $64 1U7 80. 
iue Leadviie depusitious were submitted to the 
court.

Chicago Gains a Prominent Pastor of 
This City—Rev. C. 8S. Blackwell to be 
Shepherd of the Double Flock—A 
Very Interesting Religious Event 


When the Post-Dispaten first announced some 
days ago that Rev. Wm. E. Hall, pastor of First 
Christian Church, was likely to receive a call from 
a Chicago church, members of his flock could 
scarcely believe that they were in danger of losing 
toeir energetic and popular pastor. But when Mr. 
Hall went upto the Lake City and preached at 
Central Church Sunday they began to think that 
their worst fears might be realized, Develop- 
ments of the last few days prove 
the truth of their surmises. As a result 


of the favorable impression made by Mr. Halli in 
bis iasit Sunday's sermou, he received an ur-ent 
call trom Central Churca, Chicayzo, to become their 
pastor. The subject has beeu carefuily cunsiiered 
oy Mr. Hall in ali its aspects, and ne as conc uded 
to accept, which decisio : he telegraphed to Chicago 
this afternoon. Mr. Hall will preach io the First 
Church as usual Sunday, burt his resiguation will 
be considered by the church board sometime next 
week, SO ti. at the pastor will be free to go to chi- 
cago in about ten days. Mr. Hal is one 
of the best kuown pastors in St. 
Louis, not 80 much on account 
of the length of his pastorate as of his pro.ressive 
and aggressive work. Three years ago he iook 
charge of First Church and nas in that time added 
217 members to the churca roll, swelling the pres- 
ent membership to 40. His previous pastorate 
wasat Austin, Texas, wnere be labored for tour 
years. He has been inte active ministry since 
January 1, 1871, and bas always been distinguisued 
fur bis liberal methods, ji 
MR. HALL WAS 
seen to-day and saia: “i have been induced to 
make this chan.e because of the excellent fleld 
presented in Chicago, Central Chure,, to 
whicu am going, 1s located at 
Twenty-fifta street aud Indiana avenue, 
aud, though haviag a membership of only 
20U possesses Considerable wealih and an excelnt 
location. ‘hey offered to vuild nea new cuurch 
and one lady came forward and headed the list 
with a contribution of $15,000, while vutuers stand 
ready to make alinost equally large dovations.
